From this time on the history ‘of 
Manitoba is one of growing prosper- 
ity, broken only by the Riel rebel- 
lions of 1869 and 1885, To Sir Ed- 
mund Head, Governor-General of 
Canada in 1861, is due the fact that 
Manitoba was confederated into the 
Dominion: In 1869 the Hudson's Bay 
Company, of which he was a direc- 
tor, transferred back to England, in 
consideration of @ sym of £300,000, 
the lands which it/had received trom 
her some two hundred years before. 
England transferred the territories 
and the debt of $15,000,000 to the 
young Dominion of Canada and on 
June 17th, 1870, Manitoba became a 
Province of that Dominion, taking 
her place among her sisters under 
the Lieutenant -Governérship ot 
Adams G. Archibald. In 1871 she 
elected her finst Premier, Hon. H. J. 
Clarke,

Catholic and Protestant, In the be- 
ginning of the Provincial era there 
were 33 parish schools in operation, 
but in 1876 the number of schools 
had grown to 53, Last year there 
were 3,200 teachers and 115,000 pu- 
pils in the public and high schools 
of the Province. 

It is a far cry from the old trading 
post of Fort Garry to the big, mod- 
erm city of Winnipeg. Fifty years 
ago this city was a mere village of 
only a couple of hundred people. 
Main Street was only a prairie trail. 
There was no school, no ratlway_or 
telegraph connection with the outer 
world; no banks, except that the 
Hudson's Bay Company accepted de- 
posits and issued paper money of its 
own; and property owners paid no 
taxes. But after 1870 the place be- 
gan to krow. Three years after- 
wards it had a population of over 
2,000, and in 1874 it became an incor- 
porated city, with F. E. Cornish, « 
lawyer, as first Mayor. 

In 1880 the building ‘of the C.P.R. 
east and west from Winnipeg was 
begun and in 1886 the first through 
train from Montreal arrived in the 
city. Now the C.P.R. freight yards 
at Winnipeg are the largest in the 
world. Winnipeg's growth became 
steady and solid. in the period 
just befote the war Winnipeg's 
population had increased to 183, 
378 and her aggregate industyia! 
production for the year 1919 way 
$62,000,000. She is now the third city 
in Canada and the little colony, be-

THE CANADIAN CABINET 

_The men who govern Canada, 
with the consent of the Canadian 
Parliament are members of what 
is called the Cabinet. All of therm 
must belong to the King's Privy 
Council for Canada, but there are 
many men who are members o/ 
the Council and aré. not'members 
of the Cabinet. en a man, be- 
comes a member of the Cabinet, 
he is first made a Privy Council- 


r. 
The leading member of the 


Cabinet is called the first minister 


or Prime Minister. He is the man 
who has been chosen leader by 
the party having the majority in 
the House of Commons. He 
chooses the other members of the 
Cabinet, of whom, at the present 
time, there are eighteen. The 
members of the Canadian Cabinet 
must always have a majority in 
the House of Commons in sym- 
pathy with them and who will 
vote with them. If this is not the 
case the Cabinet must resign and 
allow those to take charge who

tario, and the remainder from the 
four western provinces?) The 
Senators are not elected by the 
people, but are appointed by the 
Cabinet and hold office for life.

would be likely to back it up. As 
matters now stand, it represents

It is in the House of Commons 
that the real work of governing 
Canada is carried on, It is called

liament or only for a Municipa’ 
Manitoba a ‘wo 
man may a member of the 
Legislature. In Ontario, Saskat 
chewan, and Alberta women have 
the right to vote for members o 
the Legislature but only men have 
the right to send members to Par 
liament.’ In the other provinces 
only men can vote for either th: 
Legislative Assembly or for Par 
liament, but even in these prov 
inces some women may vote op 
municipal affairs. m 

The province of Quebec al 
ways has sixty-five members and 
the number in the other provinces 
‘is fixed by their population as 
compared with the popiffation o! 
Quebec. For instance, a prov 
ince which has only a quarter o: 
half as many people as Quebe: 
may elect only a quarter or hal! 
as many members. Ontario has 
more people than any other prov 
ince and of course has more mem- 
bers. At present the 
235 members and the number is 
changed after each census in the 
manner already described. 

A FEDERAL DOMINION 

Canada has a government for 
the Dominion as a whole and also 
a government for each of its nine 
provinces, as well as a form of 
government for the Yukon Terri 
tory and for the Northwest Terri- 
tories. 

The Dominion Parliament has 
control over matters which are 
important to the whole of Canada 
while the Provincial Governments 
deal with matters 
provinces.

If a Provincial Government 
passes any act which it ‘should not 
pass the Dominion Cabifiet gen- 


erally leaves it to thé Courts to’ 


say that the act shall not be obey- 
ed,. But whefi a Provincial Gov- 
ernment passés an act which may 
be for the benefit of the province 
but is not in the best interests of 
Canada or the Empire, the Do- 
minion Cabinet does not hesitate 
to set it aside. 
LIEUTENANT-GOVERNER 
At the head of each Provincial 
Government is a Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor who is appointed by the 
Dominion Cabinet for five years. 
Like the Governor-General gx the 
King, he has not very much real 
power. The real power in each 
province is in the hands of the 
Cabinet or Executive Council as 
it is usually called. All that has 
been said about the Dominion 
Cabinet holds, true. of each Execu- 
tive Council, whose members are 
selected by the leader of the Pro- 
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Assembly is the only body Which 
passes laws and in the two prov- 
inces where there is another house 
the Assembly is the real govern- 
ing body. Its members are chosen 
by the people for a period whick 
is not quite the same in all the 
provinces, but is generallyfour or 
five years. 

The Yukon Territory is in the| 
extreme northwest of Canada. 
When gold was found in the 
Klondike, which is in the. Yukon 
Territory, many people \ went 
Ahere in search of wealth. ‘These 
people, as well as the few who 
were already there were given a 
limited. power to make laws for 
themselves. At the head of their 
Government ‘is a Commissioner 
who is appointed by the Domin- 


ion Cabinet. He.receives orders 
from the Dominion Cabinet and| 
especially from the Minister of | 
the Interior, There is also asmall 
Council of ten members chosen by 
the people and this Council ad- 
vises the Commissioner in his 
work. The Yukon has one mem- 
‘ber in the House of Commons. 

The part of Canada, not in-| 
cluded in the nine provinces, or 
the Yukon is called the Northwest 
Territories. Like the Yukon, they 
are governed by a Commissioner, 
appointed by the Dominion Cabi- 
net, and, like the Commissioner | 
in the Yukon, he too takes his 
orders. from the Dominion Cabi- 
net.:

How Tom Kept the Despatch Dry—Peter Says in the End the 
‘ Swim Killed His Son—Tom’s Mother. « 


« My previous account of Tom Hourie’s swimming the river 
was so bald that the following additional note from his father's 
lips may well be added. Peter said to me: 

“The tchewan is nearly three-quarters of a mile wide. 
Tom would never have taken General Middleton's message from 
Humboldt but for me. I did not think any other man could 
have swum ‘the river but Tom,and he could not have done it 

‘except for being such a strong man as he was. son never 
made any big Ps or talk; he did not want to make any brag 
or anything of it. It was the 30th March that Tom swum the 

‘river. For his services he only got ordinary pay. He got no 
bonus of any kind. The ice was running in the river, and he 
had to open a road through the ice as he went along. 

How did he keep the despatch dry? 

' Answer, He made a little raft or cradle of sticks.- It was 
“V"" shaped. He put his clothes on it. The message was just - 
a letter. He cut a aly open in his vest and put in the despatch 
between the lining. ‘ From crossing the river Tom got the rheu- 
matism and heart disease. For two yearsshe could hardly walk « 
around and did not do any work. At length hé got some better, 
but in the .end that swimming of the river killed him, and he 
died in the Yukon. His mother took it so much to heart that 
she was never a well*woman afterwards. ; 

Tom’was born at the old Hudson's Bay Post at Touch- 
wood Hills. His mother's maiden name was Sarah Whitford. 
Her parents were both half-breeds. Her grandfather was an 
Englishman named Creamer, whose brother was a doctor. The 
doctor was in the Hudson's Bay Company at Moose Factory, 
Albany and other points.

He was entirely alone, and 
if he failed, and his body was found, perhaps uke after, ice- 
man; led beyond recognition, no one would know the facts, And 
yet this man, with no eye to witness, no voice to encourage, or 
applaud, in cold blood, naked as he was born, rushed to almost 
certain death to perform a task in which he had no personal in- 
terest, There was no question of patriotism, for he was going 
against his own people, who he knew had been unjustly treated, 
although he ‘also knew that they were acting most unwisely in 
taking up arms, 

i hat was the motive then actuating this giant representa- 
tive of the mixed race? Simply to please his father. Because 
his father wished him to do this thing he would do it or die. 
Peter Hourie was proud to the core of this. It will be re- 
membered that Peter Hourie at Qu’Appelle Station told General 
Middleton to wire Tom that his father wanted him to go and he 
was not to add a word more. And it was enough. . A finer in- 
stance of knightly obedience to a father's word | do not know. 
ave recorded another incident which shows the great 
sympathetic heart of Tom Hourie. You will remember how the 
half-breed who had lost a son at Fish Creek threw his arme 
around Tom's neck and wept, and how the big giant told his 
father that he felt so much for him that he cried too. Tom's 
ancestry goes back to the Orkney Islands. The Orkney Islands 
were originally settled from.Norway. Was Tom one of the 
great Vikings of old come back like Elias? And was it in obe- 
dience to some mystic call-from the past that he went up to the 


far north to die?
